For Man knoweth not his time, as the Fi 
that are taken in an evil Net, and as the Bird; that an, 
caught in the Snare, ſo are the Sons of Men ſnardd in 
an evil time, when it falleth ſuddenly upon them. As the 
Bird wholy minding the Bait, 1s taken in the Snare which 
it mindeth not : So the Sons of Men wholy minding the 
Profits or Pleaſures of this World, heed not the Signs of 
the times, and fo are ſnared in an evil time. 

The Love of Sin alſo poflefling the Hearts of Men, 
keeps many from diſcerning the Works of God: It n 
wonderful to conſider, how the People of 1/rael were be. 
ſotted this way, ſo as not to ſee the Viſible and Apparent 
Signs of the Times, as they had before their Eyes; the 
Thunderings and Lightnings upon Mount Sinai, the Soundef 
the Trumpet exceeding loud, the Voice of God ftrikirg 
an awful 'Terror into their Hearts, the cloudly Pillar every 
Day, the Pillar of Fire every Night was continually as 2 
ſhining Light before their Faces, the Glory of the Lord 
often appearing : Bread ſent them down all the fix Day: 
of the Week from Heaven, the Rock becoming as a Fou. 
tain of Water to them in the Wilderneſs, which Wat 
followed them in their ſeveral Stations. Were not thet 
Signs to them of an extraordinary time? wherein G6 

was more than in an ordinary Manner preſent with then, 
and would be ſanQified in them, ſith he brought them © 
near unto himſelf: And yet as it had been but an 0 
nary time, and as if they had had no more to do wit! tit 
only true God than other People; nor any more (pecia 
Relation to him, as if he had done no more for them tut 
for the Egypt ans ; they gave themſelves over to © 
vers Sins, (as to foul Idolatry it ſeemeth) in the - * 
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Mount Sinai, to luſting after Quails and Delicates, to com- 
mit Fornication with the Daughters of Idolaters, and then 
alſo to join with them in Spiritual Whoredom and Service 
of their Idols : Some of them to Ambition, contendin 
with Aaron for the Prieſthood, whom God had called 
conſecrated to that Office; ſo ſtrangely had the love of Sin 
bewitched and blinded their Minds, that without regarding 
the Signs of the times, they ran into the Snare, and often 
times brought many ſtroaks upon themſelves.

The firſt will fall on Tue/day, Fune 2, at 16' paſt 10 a 
Clock in the Forenoon; now by reaſon of the 5 
gau Latitude, which being increaſed by her lax, 
proves it will not be ſeen any where in Great- Britain, altho 
the Day be ever ſo clear and bright; but our Navigators that 
fail to the Eaſ- Indies will fee it as they fail in the Southern 
Seas ; the Sun is then Vertical to the Southern Parts of 
Eoypt, Latitude 23% North, and Longitude 26 Eaft from 
London. The Planets Venus and Mercury are then with the 
Sun: Venus is behind the Sum eclipſed by him, for her La- 
titde is only 11 N: A. at 16' paſt 10 a Clock in the 
Forenoon; her Elongation is only 6' —- the Parallax of 
her Orb 8“ >*, Mercury is alſo in the remoteſt Part of his 
Orb from us, but then not ſo near the Sur as Venus. This 
great Convention of theſe four Planets falls in I London's 
Aſcendent, we may now expect ſomething more than or- 
dinary to befal the famous City of London ; great Cauſes 
may produce great Effects, and falling in the 1oth Houſe 
too, gives more than uſual, Things very remarkable. 

The ſecond Eclipſe of the Sun falls on Friday the 27th 
Day of November, at 23 paſt 5 in the Morning. This 
Eclipſe is over before the Sun Riſe, is the Reaſon it will 
rot be ſeen in England. This is made in 1692, Spain's 
Akcendent ; here Mercury & alſo with the Sun, but in the 
lower Part of his Orbit, with near 29 of North Latitude, 
Retrograde and Perihelion ; Mars being Combuſt in , the 
dun applying to his Conjunction, affects the Spaniſb Monar- 
chy with many Feuds and Animoſities to ariſe among them, 
by Reaſon of evil Counſels that attends that haughty Peo- 
ple.
